John Miner, a' coal digger employed 


by David Davis, was shot and instant- 
ly killed on the Conesville branch of 
the Pan Handle, Saturday evening at 
6-30 o'clock by William ..DeCoursey. 
The murderer was arrested and at one 
o'clock Sunday morning was locked in

been working at Davis No. 4 mine in 
what is known as tbe Hollow above 
Conesville. 
Miner was employed at 
the same place. Saturday was. payday, 
and with m:mv others the men came 
to Coshocton." They were drinking 
during tbe day, and when they board- 
ea ti»c cvculu^'train they were under 
the influence of liquor. They walked 
together from Conesville along the 
switch toward their homes near .the 
mine, and were in sight of the tipple 
when they quarreled. DeCoursey was 
maddened with the fiery liquor he had 
taken, and Miner was almost too 
drunk to resent his actions. DeCour- 
sey d-** his revolver and knocked 
Miner down. Mine** caught DeCour- 
sev's leg and pulled him over. 
The 


men rolled about on the ground until 
Miner was uppermost. He struck De- 
Coursey, and the latter, reaching his 
right hand containing the revolver 
across his breast aud under his left 
arm.pulled the trigger. The first bul- 
let seemed to have no effect on Miner, 
but again the revolver rang out. A 
bullet entered Miner's head below the 
left ear, and without a word he rolled 
over dead and another murder had 
been . added to Coshocton county's 
record of crime. 
DeCoursey was secured and disarm- 


ed after a desperate struggle, and was 
later released. He was taken-again 
at iiis own request, and handed over 
to Sheriff Hedge. 
The men quarreled over the posses- 


sion of a bottle of whisky. There wes 
great excitement in the hollow dur- 
ing Saturday night, and a crowd sur- 
rounded the body of the dead miner 
until Coroner Marshall arrived aud 
ordered it moved to the home. The 
sentiment there is against DeCoursey. 
and the belief is expressed that he 
was not very drunk when the crime 
was committed. 
There is no denying the man's guilt. 


Six persons who witnessed the crime 
related the details to THE AGE Sun- 
day morning, while DeCoursey a few 
hours before had toM the story of his 
guiit while seated i v the cot in his 
cell. With eyes st| ^ng from their 
sockets and his spafe frame snaking 
with sobs he declared %gain and again 
he did not mean to kill him. Perhaps 
his liquor soddened thoughts turned 
to two little cabins up in the hills. 
One held the weeping widow, her cry- 
ing children and the bloody bedy of 
the husband, while in the other there 
sat a woman with features hard set 
and no word for even those of her 
neighbors who would have spoken in 
kindness. 
Her husband was a con- 


fessed murderer. 


"HERE'S HIS BLOOD" 


Said 
DeCoorsey While Confessing to tbe 


Mnrderof the Miner. 


The gray dawn of a cheerless Sun- 


day morning was breaking through 
the iron bars of the county jail and 
straggling across the corridor to the 
cells in the center when Sheriff Hedge 
unlocked the inner door and called out 
the word "Bill." 
-Can't I haye a drink, sheriff: came 


in a voice shaken by nervous strain, 
and a man.clad in lough clothing and 
wearing a soft hat, arose from a chair 
in tbe corridor. 
'•We don't have that kind of thing 


here, Bill," said the sheriff, and the 
man walked forward. 
It was De Coursey. Tall, raw boned 


and spare he looked almost an athlete, 
but the sunken eyes and burning 
cheeks showed too well the dissipation 
of the day before. large hands hung 
loosely to long arms, and the back 
seemed bowed with labor. De Coursey 
doe1? 
not look the 51 years through 


which he has passed. 
'•So vou want to know all about 


me?"- he asked with interest as he 
smoothed the wrinkles from the cov-1 
ering of his prison cot. '-There's not 
much to tell. I was born and raised 
in Franklin township, and my father 
was David DeConrsey. My mother's 
tna'den name was Anne Merriam. 
Father was a farmer, but he didn't 
have a farm. 
I went to school in 


what we called the Bowman section, 
and after awhile I went us work in 
the mines at Franklin when Lew_ 
Scott- was tbe superintendent. There i 
is not a mine in this section where I! 


around some and 
bought a pair of shoulder braces for 
my wife. I met Miner and wa» drink- 
ing in Levy Thacker's saloon on Hick- 
ory street. Thacker used to run the 
saloon in Conesville hollow until they 
voted it out. 
I don't remember 
whether Miner went down on the 
train, but I was a little tangle-legged. 
I mind him giving mea quarter to get 
him a half pint. I bought it and a 
quart for myself. I went down on the 
evening train.and somehow we got to- 
gether at Concsville and started up 
the hollow for home. He was friend- 
ly, telling me how much he loved me 
and all that that kind of stuff, you 
know. 
I 
had 
given 
him 
his 


liquor pretty 
soon after we get- 


together. He drank and I took a 
drink with him. 
We didn't quarrel 
at all. 
•'There had been a httie quarrel be- 
tween 
us two years ago at Levi 
Thacker's saloon in tbe hollow. If I 
am not mistaken, John Howard, now 
of Coalpsrt, was going with me to a 
little show at tne schoolhouse. Miner 
came out of the saloun and accused us 
of wanting to rob Li m. He diew his 
big pocket-knife with a blade three 
inches long aud »u went away to 
avoid trouble. He was what I call 
drunk. 
"The last drink we were taking 
last night was *ut of my bottle. 
He 


was, as the feller says, trying to .get 
the whole thing. - He had my bottle 
and his too. 
I mentioned it to him 
and at that be commenced muttering 
what he would do. He made aa ef- 
fort to do it and I made an effort to 
stop him. He threatened to cub my 
heart out and mop it over my face, 
and said I wouldn't make good fish 
bait and all this kind of stuff. 
He 
came at me and 1 hid him and knock- 
ed him uown. I staggered back and 
feil down too. He gut up and goo a 
hold of me and I had to do something 
for my country. It was the last hold 
he got on me. I most generally carry a 
revolver, not for a human but for 
dogs. 
I have been attacked by them 
several times. I had it- in my bip 
pocket. I suppose he knew I bad it. 
i'rc told him many a tiaie I always 
packed one, but I 
guess be didn't 
think I had sand enough to use it. 


'•When he bad me down and had a 


hold of me around the bead and 
shoulders, that's generally where a 
man tries to get another, I pulled the 
revolver and put it under my left arm 
and shot that way. It was tbe only 
salvation I bad. I don't know bow 
many times I fired, tbe empty cham- 
bers in tbe gun will testify to that-. 
Miner got loose and rolled away from 
me. Here's his blood. Some of it got 
on my coat," and the prisoner pointed 
to a great spot of clotted red that 
stained the fabric aud clung tena- 
ciously to its rough threads " 
"I-started for home and mefc two 


friends 
of 
mine, Bill 
Wheeler 


and Allie Wright, going to Cones- 
ville. They convinced me I ought 
to .,0 and give myself up- 
I went 
with them to Mr. Davis' office. I sup- 
pose the boys told him about it be- 
cause I just stayed there and grieved 
over it. That's all I could dp. When 
tbe sheriff came I asked him some- 
thing about going up on Killbuck fish- 
ing. Then he brought me here.

"I realized what I bad done and 
that fcc was dead. 
We passed the

sleep well last night. This is a strange 
bed. and I don't sleep well in strange 
beds. 
'•I was arrested here a long time 


ago forgetting into a little scrap by 
Constable Jeffries, but I got out. of 
it. My appetite wasn't good this 
morning but I never was a hearty 
eater.'' 
To this time DeConrsey had told 
his story without a sign of weakness
